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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art U.S. Patent 6,175,075 B1 to Shiotsuka et al. discloses a 
photovoltaic cell (fig. 2b) comprising a PV element plate (201), an insulating member 
(202) provided directly on the PV element plate (201), a collecting electrode (203), 
which reads on instant coating film by giving the claim broadest reasonable 
interpretation, provided on an area of the PV element plate (201) on which the insulating 
member (202) is not provided (see fig. 2b); and an electrode (204) formed on the 
insulating member, wherein the insulating member has a thickness larger than the 
average thickness of the coating film (see fig. 2b from which it can be construed that 
thickness of 202 is larger than average thickness of 203). However, the reference fails 
to disclose "a thickness of a part of the coating film which is in direct contact with the 
insulating member is smaller than the average thickness of the coating film." 

Another closest prior art U.S. Patent 6,204,443 B1 to Kiso et al. discloses a 
photovoltaic cell (fig. 2a) comprising a PV element plate (201+202+203+204), an 
insulating member (209) provided directly on the PV element plate (201+202+203+204), 
a collecting electrode (205), which reads on instant coating film by giving the claim 
broadest reasonable interpretation, provided on an area of the PV element plate 
(201+202+203+204) on which the insulating member (209) is not provided (see fig. 2a); 
and a terminal (206) which can be interpreted as instant electrode formed on the 
insulating member (209), wherein the insulating member has a thickness smaller than 
the average thickness of the coating film (see fig. 2a from which it can be construed that 
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average thickness of 205 is larger than the thickness of 209). However, instant claim 
requires the insulating member (209) to have a thickness larger than the average 
thickness of the coating film (205), and a thickness of a part of the coating film (205) 
which is in direct contact with the insulating member (209) to be smaller than the 
average thickness of the coating film (205). 

It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have modified Shiotsuka in view of Kiso or Kiso in view of Shiotsuka to 
derive the claimed photovoltaic cell wherein the insulating member has a thickness 
larger than the average thickness of the coating film, and a thickness of a part of the 
coating film which is in direct contact with the insulating member is smaller than the 
average thickness of the coating film, because there is not clear and concise teachings 
as to why one skilled in the art would vary the dimensions. Instant application explicitly 
teaches that when the insulating member has a thickness larger than the average 
thickness of the coating film, and a thickness of a part of the coating film which is in 
direct contact with the insulating member is smaller than the average thickness of the 
coating film, the creation of internal bubbles during manufacturing process can be 
avoided such that optical properties are not degraded.
